THE TEN-YEAR PLAN 


I N his budget message of January 16, 1956, President Eisenhower requested an appropri¬ 
ation of $4,860,000,000 for foreign aid. - • - 

This is an increase of more'than two billion dollars over appropriations for foreign aid 
last year and the year before. V / 

^Taxing the American people to support foreign governments which are hostile to the 
American way of life has become so commonplace that there ; is hardly anything newsworthy 
in the President’s annual announcements that he is again asking for more. 

7But the current foreign aid proposals do reveal that we have passed another significant 
milestone in the development of propaganda techniques which persuade the American people 
to buy their own destruction. 

This year. President Eisenhower is asking Congress to authorize foreign-aid commit¬ 
ments for the next ten years. 

For several years, high officials of our government have been considering foreign aid 
as a permanent feature of our foreign policy — have even been making oblique remarks 
about it in that vein. 


But now, for the first time, the President has formally asked Congress to impose upon 
the American taxpayer the bottomless and endless responsibility of carrying the rest of the 
world on his back — permanently. 

Nothing in our post-war foreign aid programs is more remarkable than the fine skill 
with which American taxpayers have been persuaded to endure them. 

Each program was offered with threats of what would happen without it and promises 
of short duration; but each program was supplanted by a bigger one. 

First it was United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation — UNRRA, financed practically 
100 per cent by America — to help war-ravaged countries and prevent them from going

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totalitarian; but a heavy percentage of 
UNRRA expenditures went to Russia and her 
satellites and became the principal means by 
which communism solidified its hold on cen¬ 
tral Europe. 

Shortly after V-J day, we were told that a 
four billion dollar loan to the British was the 
only thing needed to start Europe on the road 
to peace and recovery. 

Later, the Marshall Plan was going to cure 
everything in four years. 

President Eisenhower repeatedly assures us 
that dollars given in foreign aid buy us more 
defense than dollars spent at home. 

Our own skyrocketing defense budget gives 
the lie to that argument and proves what we 
should have known without proof — that one 
dollar spent on bombs and planes and radar at 
home will buy more defense of our homeland 
than all of our wealth poured into the coffers 
of foreign governments who reduce their 
taxes while ours increase, and who threaten to 
take aid from Russia if we don’t give them 
more. 

Our foreign aid is spreading throughout the 
world the philosophy of getting something for 
nothing — and getting it, of course, from 
Uncle Sam. 

The average American has to put in a pretty 
good day’s work five or six days a week, to earn 
a living and pay his taxes. 

He doesn’t have a great deal left over for 
savings or luxuries because prices and taxes 
are so high. 

Prices are high for the same reason that taxes 
are: not because merchants are gouging the 
public, but because of the policies and exces¬ 
sive costs of government. 

When you pay a quarter for a loaf of bread 


that used to cost a dime, you are not giving 
the farmer or baker or merchant any more 
profit than he used to make. You are main¬ 
taining the labor czars in the manner to which 
they have become accustomed and you are 
paying hidden federal taxes made necessary 
by the wasteful spending of government. 

You are helping subsidize foreign govern¬ 
ments in areas where the fine old custom of 
the siesta prevails: where everybody—fac¬ 
tory hands, laborers, barbers, shopkeepers, 
store clerks, government employees — knocks 
off three or four hours in the middle of each 
day to rest. 

They don’t have to work as hard as you do 
to pay taxes, because a part of the cost of their 
government comes out of your paycheck. 

This is one of the beauties of our foreign aid 
programs: they enable more people abroad to 
rest. 

And as they enjoy their leisure, they have 
more time to criticize us for the restless, ag¬ 
gressive, dollar-grasping lives we lead. 

The money taken out of your salary each 
payday has provided your government with 
the millions needed for building private out¬ 
houses in the Philippines and public bathhouses 
in Iran: bathhouses, incidentally, which the 
people of Iran did not need, did not want, and 
would not use after we built them. 

How much of this has been going on? 

It is impossible to say. Our foreign aid pro¬ 
grams are so vast that they defy intelligible 
reporting or even human understanding. 

You can get numerous government publica¬ 
tions on our direct foreign aid; but it is quite 
impossible to get details on our contributions 
to the United Nations giveaway, through such 
outfits as UNEPTA, UNOAS, UNREF, 



UNICEF, UNRWAPR, AND UNKRA — 
these mystic symbols being letters standing for 
the names of United Nations specialized agen¬ 
cies which have been helping to give away the 
resources of the American people all over the 
globe. 

But here is a safe estimate: the American 
giveaway abroad through 195 5 had totaled 
more than one hundred billion dollars. 

That is over one-third of our official na¬ 
tional debt. Our official national debt is equi¬ 
valent to the total value of all tangible prop- 
'erty in the United States — land, farms, 
mines, mills, factories, homes, buildings, rail¬ 
roads, everything. 

We are mortgaged to the hilt. Our federal 
government owes more than all of the prop¬ 
erty in the United States is worth, and more 
than a third of what our government owes 
results from foreign aid. 

vCThe federal government has already seized 
over a third of the total national Wealth and 
sent it as gifts abroad where, in many cases, it 
was not wanted and not needed, and where, 
in most cases, it has been used to hurt the cause 
of human freedom. 

And what do our foreign aid programs do 
To freedom at home, here in America? 

Let us suppose that tomorrow morning two 
fine-looking young men ring your doorbell 
and identify themselves as agents of the fed¬ 
eral government. 

They politely explain that Mr. Eisenhower 
has decided to give one of your beds to the 
government of India, and they have come to 
pick it up. 

You — perhaps a typical American house¬ 
wife — say: 


“Wait a min ute l The beds in this house are 
mine, and I need them!” 

The young men courteously reply: 

“No, Ma’am, we have already checked into 
that. We have learned that you are a family 
of five and you have six beds. You can spare - 
one. Mr. Eisenhower wants to give your^spare 
bed to Mr. Nehru in India, so that he can give 
it to a big family of Indians who don’t have 
any bed at all — who obviously need the bed 
worse than you do.”

"Now look here!” you say. “What I,do with 
my furniture happens to be my business. Mr. 
Eisenhower has no right to send you in here to 
take my bed away from me!” 

The young men, still quite polite, say: 

“Oh yes, Lady, he does. We are doing this 
in what Mr. Eisenhower calls the enlightened 
self-interest of the nation.” 

“What on earth do you mean by that?” you 
demand. 

The young men say to you: 

“You see, it promotes the general welfare 
of the United States — it serves the enlight¬ 
ened self-interest of the nation — for Mr. 
Eisenhower to take your bed away from you 
and send it overseas as a gift, because that helps 
to check the spread of communism, and of 
course communism is the great enemy of this 
nation.” 

You, of course, want to fight communism, 
but it’s still a little unclear how taking your 
bed away from you can achieve that end. 

The nice young federal agents explain it to 
you very patiently: 

“You see, Lady, there are millions of people 
in India who don’t have any bed at all, while 
you have one bed more than you need. Now, 



every time those Indians hear about this situa¬ 
tion, they are filled with envy arid hatred of 
all Americans. , 

“There are all those Indians, sleeping in the 
streets or on straw or standing up (or how¬ 
ever they sleep), and here you are with a bed 
you are not even using. The communists keep 
telling them about this; Mr. Nehru himself 
tells them about it; and every time they hear 
it, more and more of them go communist. 
Now, as more of them go communist, com¬ 
munism grows stronger. And as communism 
grows stronger, the United States is in more 
danger. 

“But by taking your bed away from you 
and sending it over to India to be used, Mr. 
Eisenhower is fighting all of this. 

“When that big family in India gets your 
bed, they will realize that Americans are nicer 
people than the communists, because the com¬ 
munists have not given them any beds.” 

If, as we have supposed, you are a typical 
American housewife, you will probably at this 
point get out of your chair and say: 

“Look! This is my house, and you get out 
of it!” 

Up to now, the pleasant young federal 
agents have been scrupulously polite and 
patient. But now they can no longer be polite. 

They are obliged to say to you: 

“Lady, stand aside. We have come to take 
one of your beds; and we are going to take it; 
and if you resist, we will put you in jail.” 

Wouldn’t that be horrible? 

If that happened to you tomorrow, would 
you believe that freedom is still alive in the 
United States? 

Is it likely to happen to you? 

Worse than that has been happening to you 
for sixteen years. The government has not 
openly sent agents to seize anybody’s bed, but 
government has been seizing your money (a 


part of your salary, the product of your labor 
— taking it out of your paycheck before you 
ever see it) and with that money has been 
buying beds and butter and wheat and every¬ 
thing else imaginable, and has been sending 
those things as gifts to foreign governments. 

What is the difference between the govern¬ 
ment’s taking $75 out of your wages to buy a 
bed and send it to India, and the government’s 
actually coming into your home and seizing 
your $75 bed and sending it to India? 

As a matter of fact, if the government 
would limit itself merely to seizing articles of 
your household furniture and sending them 
abroad as gifts, the government would do far 
less damage to you, to the nation, to the cause 
of freedom in the world, than it does in seizing 
your money to send any and everything abroad 
as gifts. 

Why? 

Because the government, in many cases, 
gives away abroad materials that may some 
day be used by your most implacable enemy 
to destroy you. 

At this moment, billions of dollars worth of 
American goods are going as gifts to a com¬ 
munist country — Yugoslavia — where the 
dictator, Tito, a dedicated communist, has 
shown by countless deeds and words that he 
has more sympathy and respect for the Soviet 
Union than for the United States. Moreover, 
and more specifically, the principal defense in¬ 
dustries which our money and equipment have 
built in Yugoslavia are in the Bosnian Moun¬ 
tains. The Bosnian Mountains are quite open 
and accessible from the East. 

They are practically impregnable from the 
West. 

But the pretext for all this is that we are 
fighting communism. Communism is the sys¬ 
tem of social organization in the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics. Communism is So¬ 
cialism. 

Yet our foreign aid pays for socialism 


abroad. American dollars have kept socialism 
alive in Britain for seven years. 

Mr. Nehru’s openly announced plans are 
to convert India into a completely socialistic 
state. Most of the other governments of Asia 
and Europe are following the same course. 

The enemy of freedom in the world is inter¬ 
national socialism. Our foreign aid feeds — 
not fights — the enemy. 

This year, it appears that we are to have no 
public debates on the merits of foreign aid. 
The argument now, apparently, is to hinge on 
the question of whether to approve Ike’s ten- 
year T plan for foreign aid, or whether to con¬ 
tinue foreign aid on a year-to-year basis as 
before. 

If the intellectual and political leaders of 
our nation had any understanding of, or re¬ 
spect for, the Constitution, there could be no 
legitimate debate on Ike’s ten-year plan, be¬ 
cause the proposal is clearly unconstitutional. 

The Soviet Union has its five-year plans. 
Communist China has its five-year plans. And 
socialist India has its five-year plans. 

But in the United States, the people are. re¬ 
quired by the Constitution to elect a new 
House of Representatives every two years; and 
the House of Representatives, under the Con¬ 
stitution, has sole authority to originate tax 
bills. 

Th'e obvious 'purpose of these constitutional 
provisions is to give the people a chance to 
clean house every two years. 

But if the 84th Congress can bind all suc¬ 
ceeding Congresses for the next ten years to a 
specific spending program, what good will it 
do for the people to elect a new Congress? 

If Congress for the next ten years is to be 
nothing but a rubber stamp for approving 
what the present Congress and the present 
administration decide upon, we, the people, 
won’t accomplish anything by voting for a 
change of faces in Washington. 


We would be better off to avoid the noise 
and turmoil and expense of political campaigns 
and just Jet the present crowd in Washington 
do as it pleases. 

This, in substance, is exactly what the pow¬ 
erful internationalists forces in America want 
us to do. 


The New York Times, rejoicing over Ike’s 
proposed ten-year plan for foreign aid, said: 

"With such assurance we could plan ahead 
far more efficiently and effectively than is 
now possible. Soviet activity in this field is not 
burdened by the artificial one-year budgetary 
limitation our system imposes upon us. There 
is no sensible reason why we need have that 
handicap in one of the key fields of the 
struggle for democracy’s survival.” 


In other words, the Soviet system which 
gives the people no choice but to slave for the 
Great Leader’s five-year, or ten-year, plans, 
is better than ours! 

The New York Times says: 

“The central question is no longer should 
we have a foreign aid program. It is rather 
how can we have the most efficient and effec¬ 
tive foreign aid program possible.” 


Thus, the Times takes the fundamental 
question out of the arena of public debate, 
arrogantly claiming that it is stating what the 
people of America want. 


The Times claims that Eisenhower’s pro¬ 
posed ten-year plan reflects a “change in the 
national point of view.” 

Here is revealed a basic propaganda tech¬ 
nique of the eastern internationalists who are 
using foreign aid, not as a means of helping 
other people, but as one device for entangling 
the American economy with that of all other 
nations on earth, in preparation for the inte¬ 
gration of America into the socialist one- 
world which is the internationalist dream. 


Build the concept of Caesarism around the 
President of the United States. Cultivate a 



worshipful attitude toward him. Nourish the 
notion that he is a Great Leader who can do no 
wrong. And. then proclaim all of his programs 
as reflecting the Will of the People. 

•v 

This explains why Roosevelt and Eisen¬ 
hower are much dearer to the hearts of the 
internationalists than Harry Truman ever was. 

The robe of Caesar didn’t fit little Harry 
very well, try as he did to wear it. 

Has America — like Rome in her latter days 
— built a system of satellite nations who have 
become almost as great a source of fear to us 
as our enemies are? 

Are we afraid to cut off foreign aid, lest 
our jsatellites join the enemy and murder us 
with our own weapons? 

Have we completely lost confidence in our 
ability to defend ourselves? Are we haunted 
by the fear of losing the support of nations 
which we have been bribing to act as hired 
outer guards for us? Don’t we know that hired 
guards have a way of going over to the other 
side when the other side promises better pay ? 

The communists can goad (they are goad¬ 
ing) us into bankrupting'ourselves by inerely' 
making promises which they cannot keep — 
which they have no intention of trying to 
keep. 

Like the pagans of ancient Rome and the 
communists of our own day, America’s intel¬ 
lectual and political leaders have accepted the 
materialistic philosophy that only, a man’s 
belly is important: feed him, and he’ll fight 
for you; don’t feed him, and he’ll fight against 
you. . • 

Yet, it is easy to see — in India, for example 
—- that communism never starts among hun¬ 
gry people. It flourishes around the univer¬ 
sities and among the intellectuals and poli¬ 
ticians, who are prosperous and well-fed. 

If it be true that the so-called free world 
will go our way only if we carry it on ou^. 
backsj we can be sure of one thing: the free 


world will ride us until we die of exhaustion, 
and then join our enemies in the grand orgy of 
.dividing up the carcass. 

America couldn’t possibly produce enough 
material goods to feed and clothe and trans¬ 
port and medicate and entertain the rest of 
the world. 

But even if we could, material goods will 
not save people from slavery, v 

The American ideal of freedom—grounded 
in the Christian concept of individual respon¬ 
sibility under God — is a proven cure for the 
world’s economic ills. 

But that is the one thing which we no longer 
export or give away abroad. 

Apparently, we have lost faith in it our¬ 
selves.

WHO IS DAN SMOOT? 

Dan Smoot was born in Missouri. Reared in Texas, he atteaded SMU in Dallas, taking BA and MA degrees 
from that university in 1938 and 1940. 

In 1941, he joined the faculty at Harvard as a Teaching Fellow in English, doing graduate work for the degree 
of Doctor of Philosophy in the field of American Gvtlizarion. 

In 1942, he took a leave of absence from Harvard in order to join the FBI. At the close of the war, he stayed 
in the FBI, rather than return to Harvard. 

He served as an FBI Agent in all parts of the nation, handling all kinds of assignments. But for 3 and a half 

E ears, he worked exclusively on communist investigations in the industrial midwest. For two years following that, 
e was on FBI headquarters staff in Washington, as an Administrative Assistant to J. Edgar Hoover. 

After nine and a half years in the FBI, Smoot resigoed to help start the Facts Forum movement in Dallas. As the 
radio and television commentator for Facts Forum, Smoot, for almost four years, spoke to a national audience giving 
both sides of great controversial issues. 

In July, 1955, he resigned and started his own independent program, in order to give only one side—the side 
that uses fundamental American principles as a yardstick for measuring all important issues.

The attack will be followed by~a~vT:ond shortly thereafter, its objective being the city and wharves of 
Honolulu.’ . . . Now, there’s one piece oflfifonitation I couldn’t seem to find in your communications. 
Perhaps you could enlighten us. Does your crystal ball-reveal by what enemy this mythical attack will be 
made?" 

To an intelligent, specially qualified courtmartial board, Gullion had truth on his side; Billy Mitchell was 
fantastically and criminally stupid. Only one officer dissented - an officer named Douglas Arthur MacArthur.

Specifically, these pro-Israeli Congressmen request that Israel be permitted to spend $50 million for U. S. 
defensive weapons. The announced goal of the United Jewish Appeal (UJA) in the United States for the year 
1956, is some $105 mill ion—with half or more allocated to Israel. The sale of Israeli bonds will bring in 
additional millions. And these 127 members of the House would permit this money to be spent for arms for 
Israel in.violation of. the law; specifically Title 18, Criminal Code of the U. S. Statutes, section 13: 

"ORGANIZING A MILITARY EXPEDITION AGAINST A FRIENDLY POWER : . 

Whoever within the territory or jurisdiction of the United States'- or any of its j 

• possessions, knowingly begins or seta foot or provides or prepares a Feans for or j 
furnishes the money for, or who takes part in, any military or naval expedition or j 
enterprise to be carried on from thence against the territory or dominion of any j 
foreign Prince or State, or of any colony, district or people with whom the United/ 

States is at peace, shall be fined not more than $300 or imprisoned not more t h?.r, 
three years or both." ’ • J 

The above statutes were deliberately violated by this minority pressure bloc in 194 8, at the tiny/of the Israeli- 
Arab war (See Closer-Up, Sept. 23, 1955.) It is certain to be violated again and without protest from [tie Ad¬ 
ministration or the Congress—this being an election year.

•gold reserves dropping, faced.with-economic-difficulties at-home and abroad, is in-a bad way; is'in no'mood to"' 
do other than survive^Britaiiviiiust make whatever concessions seem necessary to maintain her vital trade in 
the Middle and Far EasVtden came to Washington urging the U. S. to soften its trade embargo against Red 
China. Only the degree of success attained by Mr. Eden is unannounced. 

Strongly influencing the British position is the well founded fear that France not only will not stand firm, but 
that she may go communist in the political sense. In the recent election the Communists (led by Thorez) polled 
5,460,000 votes giving them 150 seats in the Assembly. The left-wing Socialists (under Mendez-France) won 
181 seats with 5,880,000 votes. The combined Socialist-Communist bloc has 331 seats; and only 298 seats are 
necessary to control the Assembly. The Conservative bloc (Faure-Pinay) polled 6,300,000 votes to gain 196 
seats, the Rightist Extremists (Poujade) received 2,940,000 votes to win 55 seats. So, against the left wing 
bloc of 331 seats, the combined Conservative and Rightist groups can muster only 251 votes. Various other 
minority parties control but 12 seats. 

There is no majority party in France, political differences between minority parties are delicate but fixed, and 
long-time blocs are rare. But left wingers usually hold together on economic policy. And with further economic 
and political distress in France, tire Communist-Socialist bloc may take, total control. |n the event of a war 
crisis, Britain then might be faced with a potential ene ry just across the channel - and NATO troops in Europe 
would find Communisi forces both front and rear - and even in-between. 

A PATTERN FOR INTERNAL REVOLUTION MAY BE FORMING IN FRANCE: A BATTLE BETWEEN THE 
Communists and-the 1 Rightists led by Pierre Poujade. The 35 year old, small town shopkeeper stunned older, 
more experienced politicians with his nearly 3 million votes. Poujade's party is. one of most rigid discipline, 
reminescent of the early days of the Nazi Party in Germany. Poujade himself threatens death by hanging for any 
disobedience to party principles on the part of his 55 party members in the Assembly. His campaign was 
accompanied by-open anti-Semitism, and he has not objected to being called "fascist." 

Also worthy of note is a recent upsurge of nationalism in Western Germany. How long Chancellor Adenauer can 
keep this under control is problematical. ’

CLOSER-UP HAS BEEN ASKED TO EXPLAIN "INTERPOSITION". 

The word is being used in news reports but isn’t being explained; or, at best is being treated as something of a 
novelty invented by contemporary Southerners who grope for legal straws and whose mental health is in doubt. 
Actually, "The Right To Interpose" is an old and honored doctrine which gives the people of the several 
States the right to call a half to Federal encroachment, and is directly applicable in the current forced integ¬ 
ration controversy. 

In the segregation squabble, "Interposition" means this: The Supreme Court exceeded its Constitutional 
Authority in IVfay 1954 when it handed down a "legislative" decision outlawing segregation. Whenever such an 
"exceeding of Constitutional Authority" occurs, the State has a historic right to interpose its sovereignty 
to halt the federal encroachment. The "Right To Interpose" was stated in the Virginia Resolution of 1789: 
In the event of a "deliberate, palpable and dangerous" exercise by the Federal Government of powers not 
granted to it by the Constitution, the States who are parties to the Constitution "have the right, and are in duty 
bound, to interpose for arresting the progress of the evil and for maintaining, .within their respective limits, the 
authorities, rights and liberties appertaining to them." 

Traditionally, when the "Right To Interpose" is asserted by one or more States, the controversy is referred to 
the States and the people, and to Congress, by the presentation of a Constitutional Amendment. As it concerns 
the segregation controversy, it is felt that the necessary three-fourths of the States (36) would never ratify such 
an amendment to the Federal Constitution and that, therefore, the power to maintain "equal but separate" 
facilities would be re-affirmed; and the authority-to-segregate or integrate'would remain with the States. 

There is the legal precedent for such action. In the 1790’s, Georgia insisted _th|t the Supreme Court had over¬ 
stepped its authority in a claims case. The State flatly refused to pay the'claim; the Georgia House even passed 
a bill providing that any marshal who attempted to enforce the Supreme Court order would be hanged. The result 
of the controversy: the Eleventh Amendment to the Federal Constitution which, in effect, declared Geoigia right 
and the Supreme Court wrong. .. . ,

Kirkpatrick, distinguished editor of the Richmond News-Leader, in "Human Events," December 24, 1955. 

Write to Human Events, 1835 K Street, N.W., Washington 6,D.C. Mr. Kirk¬ 
patrick, in the 4-page article, makes this important point: 

“What could be more capricious than government by a (Supreme) Court that has reversed itself 36 times in the 
past 18 years? ... Our hope in espousing the doctrine of interposition is that others will see, as we have come 
to’ see so plainly, that Federal encroachments upon the reserved powers of the States far transcend the issue 
of schools or segregation. ... If three-fourths of the states agree that this power to operate racially separate 
but equal schools should be prohibited to the states, then so be it. We will then meet the enormously difficult 
problems as best we can. But until this verdict is handed down, we can plead only that so violent a disruption 
in our long established customs, which we ourselves have been struggling desperately to resolve, should not be 
thrust upon us by judicial fiat alone, but should come as the sober,considered act of not fewer than~three-fourths 
of the sovereign States."

Debating with Judge Douglas at Charleston Ill., Sept.

THTEFFECTS OF LABCEUiNIONS-. 

"In principle, a "Labor" union is - simply _ a - club or society of individuals v;ho act in 
concert to obtain financial benefits for themselves. It has no more virtue than any 




other club organized for selfish purposes. The title "labor" loosely connoting an 
uncertain nobility, actually means nothing. Most of us labor most of our lives. The 
great majority us never joined a "labor" union and thus are the intended victims of 
the acknowledged greed of the unidns. All the rest of us who labor are at least as 
noble in this respect as "laborers" who join unions. The principle of unionism 
vanished long ago.'The unions became predatory job monopolies i-r^the-han'da of a very 
few bad men. The late Phil Murray-and Wm.■Green were scoundrel's^ without courage or 
principle. They had no respect for the human rights of "'others nor for any law but 
the law of the gang or'jungle. The recent faint roars of righteous journalistic fury 
against Joe Ryan and the petty bosses of his locals in New York Harbor confirms the 
fact that the press dares not attach the menace of unionism in its massive whole. 
Ryan and his union are no worse than Meany and Reuther ,and the AF of L and the CIO, 
As a club, a union deserves no special privileges over the rest of society. But 
the spiritual magic of the work "labor" addled our judgement long ago, and the poli¬ 


tical organizations saw the value of mass endorsements by union in Congress assem¬ 
bled. Unions extorted assessments from their members to pay campaign expenses, of 
State Senators and Governors, and the corruption of the political life of the nation 
was inevitable and quick. At the 3ame time, mayors, such as the late Laguardia 
callously ordered their cops to let unions get away with murder at the order of boss 
goons who were known to be criminals. Even if the individuals Would vote to strike 


and the effect were as harmful as the- effect of the recent steel acrike, the law 


should forbid them to strike, because the strike is a conspiracy against the public 


interest. It is no great hardship to continue at work at a normal occupation, so 
the denial of a debatable "right" of these many individuals by a law against strike- 
conspiracies would do them no harm at all, and would prevent great harm to the rest 
of society. The proposition that a strike is a voluntary cessation of work by one 
individual multiplied by one or ten thousand is a fraud which has weakened the pos¬ 
ition of government. The people, depending on the press, and on ignorant preachers 
with no higher motive than to be popular, were led to believe that the right to strike 
1 b sacred. The people are ignorant, and'think only as they are desired to.. So, for 
no fault of their own, they came to a dumb, hopeless belief that a mob of wild men 
and women, .brandishing clubs with razor blades in them, throwing bricks and swinging 
tire chains at unoffending citizens, and driving the cops before them in abject de¬ 
fault of government, were only exercising a right to strike. As a matter of fact, a 
strike is a conspiracy. No body of men can just happen to stop work all for the same 
purpose at the same time without planning and discipline. The presence of a con¬ 
spiracy in such cases doesn’t need debate. Most strikers are morally as wrong as so 


many lockouts of an equal number of workers would be. We told ourselves that the 
lockout wa3 wrong, long before we bowed to the equal fallacy that a strike is always 
necessarily right. The ramifications of any big strike nowadays are so vast and 
expensive that they should be forbidden by some law, even stronger than the Taft- 
Hartley ordinance. These strikes are not voted for by the workers through secret 
ballot, but are ordered by some one or more boss goons, as in the Murray steel 
Strike"—Westbrook Pegler.

FORCED INTEGRATION —In the District of Columbia

World attention has been focussed 
upon forced racial integration in the 
public school^ - of'Washington following 
the Supreme Courl’s adventure into the 
legislative field, in attempting to end the 
system under which pupils of the white 
and Negro races had been separately in¬ 
structed. This wide attention has been 
due to the circumstance that Washington 
has become a world capital and also that, 
through the efforts of the National As¬ 
sociation for the Advancement of Col¬ 
ored People, there has been insistence 
that the District of Columbia shoultl be 
shaped into a model for school integra¬ 
tion everywhere. 

After two years of.earnest effort on the 
part of well-meaning educators and ad¬ 
ministrators, the experiment-has proved 
something less than successful. Wholly 
aside from any racial question, the ex¬ 
perience at the National Capital is being 
increasingly pointed out as an example 
of the ill-fortune that follows attempts of 
a judicial tribunal to legislate, especially 
when the legislation runs counter to such 
experiences as those which normally,are 
reflected in representative legislation. 

Washington’s school system, in this 
.two-year period, .necessarily has been 
operating in what amounts to a show- 
window. Every move has been jealously 
watched. A difficulty in the position is 
that most of the onlookers at the specta¬ 
cle view- it from the standpoint of copy¬ 
book rules rather than from a ground¬ 
work of history and experience. 

A major fact not often appreciated 
outside the District of Columbia is that 
the jurisdiction’s tax basis is utterly dif¬ 
ferent, from that of other large, cities. 
Because the District is a Federal reserva¬ 
tion, created by the Constitution, the 
Federal Government annually appropri¬ 
ates a lump sum as a very minor, contri¬ 
bution toward the District Government’s 
support. Aside from the purely jurisdip ; , . 
tional aspect, it must be remembered 
that Federal buildings, Federal parks,

Federal monuments, military installa¬ 
tions and other properties amounting iri 
all to a very large segment of all the real 
property in the District, are not taxable. 

Before the Emancipation Proclama¬ 
tion, Washington bad a large Negro pop¬ 
ulation, both slave and free; after the 
■Proclamation,'Negroes swarmed to Lite 
city by the thousands. It was the Mecca 
of the Prophet which had set them free. 
And ever since, the National Capital has 
attracted members of the race. All dur¬ 
ing these long years, schools, . high 
schools and normal schools have been 
provided by the taxpayers of the Dis¬ 
trict. The Negro schools have been given 
the names of distinguished members of 
the race. There is not only the Paul Dun- 
bur high school named for the Negro 
poet but the Wheatley, named for a local 
Negress school teacher and that pattern 
generally was followed. 

With the advent of the automobile and 
the movement to the suburbs, the bal¬ 
ance of races in the District has changed. 
For years, it was roughly figured that 
the capital was one third black and two 
thirds white. But how the whiles have 
moved into the suburbs of adjoining 
Maryland and. Virginia, although they 
retain their businesses and employment 
in Washington.The Negro has not moved, 
indeed his numbers have increased so 
that now it is estimated that the National 
Capital is. 60 to 65 per cent Negro. 

It will be seen that this has meant a 
tremendous tax problem. While it is true 
that many Negroes have acquired prop¬ 
erty over the years — indeed, there are 
a number who might be termed rich — 
there never has been anywhere near an 
approach to the while tax-paying respon¬ 
sibility which obtained before this shift. 

In spite of this, the District schools were 
maintained on what usually was regard¬ 
ed as a high level of efficiency although 
thousands,of the parents, of the colored 
children attending'these schools are bc- 
ingsupported on the taxpayers’relief rolls. 
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nd world affairs. 

Some figures here should prove en¬ 
lightening. In the school year-1950-51 
the enrollment of white pupils in public 
schools was 46,080 and of Negroes, 
47,807. The figures for the 1955-56 
school year are: white pupils,38,768, and 
Negroes, .68,877. That is, the'Negroes 
outnumber the whites almost two to one. 
No other American large city has so 
great a proportion of black to white pub¬ 
lic school pupils. 

This is the situation in which the 
vexed problem of racial school integra¬ 
tion must be met. 

In the first place, there has been an 
evasion, according to many observers, of 
the intent of the Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion, made effective through arbitrary 
assignments of pupils to schools. Pre¬ 
sumably, it can be advanced that more 
time is required to make the shifts nec¬ 
essary, taking into consideration loca¬ 
tion of schools and places of residence 
of pupils. While Negroes live in every 
section of the city, nevertheless there are 
some neighborhoods almost exclusively 
colored and others almost exclusively 
while. In the past, Negro schools were 
built for the convenience of Negro fami¬ 
lies in the-sections where they dwelt: 
This has resulted in some very unbal¬ 
anced distribution. Bowen School with 
a total of 519 pupils, Carver with 712, 
Langston with 327, Grimke with 816 and 
Barrville with 713 has one lone white 
child at each school. On the other hand 
Spingarn School has 519 pupils with one 
Negro, Woodrow Wilson High School 
has 1207 with 2 Negroes while at Car- 
dozo High School there, are '6^ whites 
among 757 Negroes. But a’ Eastern High 
School, formerly white, the student body 
is fairly evenly divided wit.h,' however, 
Negroes in the majority. ’ 

In these difficulties, it has not been pos¬ 
sible to maintain educational standards. 
There has been a steady deterioration in 
relation to national averages, since inte¬ 
gration began. As in the case of money, 
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where the operation of Gresham’s Law 
results in an inferior currency driving 
out a superior, so, it appears, in school 
integration,'an inferior standard of edu¬ 
cation drags down a superior.' 

Dr. Rowland F. Kirks, a member of J 
the Board of Education of the District of 
Columbia, has said that, in efTecI, school 
pupils have been promoted from class to 
class “on the basis of poundage and 
height.’’ Dr. Hobart M. Corning, Super¬ 
intendent of Schools, while denying this 
simplification, agrees that standards of 
promotion have had to be set to accom¬ 
modate the average! At a School Board 
meeting, Dr. Corning is quoted as hav¬ 
ing admitted to a statement of Dr. Kirks’ 
that there are pupils at both junior and 
senior high schools uiho cannot read! 

Some definite'data have been obtained 
by a careful survey of what might be 
termed academic standing in the Wash¬ 
ington schools. East Spring 4,155 pupils 
in the ninth grade (formerly the first 
year of high school) were given a test. 

It was found that 1,004, or 24 per cent, 
could read only at the 6th grade level on 
the basis of national school averages. Then 
1,568, or 38 per cent, could read at 7th to 
8lli grade averages while only 1,583 
passed the test at the 9th grade level. 

In arithmetic 3,979 pupils were given 
a test; these, too, enrolled in the 9th 
grade. Of these, 1,798 were at 6th grade 
or below in ability to figure; that is, 45 
per cent. Next, 1,226 pupils or 31 per 
eeni of the 9th grade could cipher at 7th 
to 8th grade skill while only 955 or 24 
per cent could make the arithmetical cal¬ 
culations average for the grade in which 
they were enrolled! 

Similar sub-average findings were 
made. For example, 47 per cent of pu¬ 
pils in junior high school were able to 
read only at the fourth grade level or be¬ 
low. Thirty nine per cent were at 4th 
grade level or below in arithmetic. Sixty- 
four per cent'of all pupils at the Nation¬ 
al Capital belong to the colored race and 
it is not denied that the integration of 
these white pupils has brought the 
standard of school attainment far below 
the national average. 

There is the widest divergence of opin¬ 
ion as to why the Negro pupil is not as 
far advanced as the white. Many teach¬ 
ers' insist that the Negro children are 
backward because for years they were 
given inadequate school facilities with 
over-crowded school rooms and teachers 
assigned to classes too large. Other'ob¬ 
servers, teachers and otherwise, explain 


that low economic conditions are, bound, 
to produce backward pupils. 

These explanations are of the type that' ; 
are scarcely suspceptible of either proof 
or "disproof save to cite the very large 
numbers ,of the worlds famous writers 
and scholars of various races who rose 
from the lowest economic conditions. As 
to ,the Negro race, Senator Eastland of 
Mississippi compiled a list of 85 eminent 
American Negroes who sprang not only 
from low economic environments but re¬ 
ceived their early education in segregat¬ 
ed schools. 

A point which should be made in rela¬ 
tion to the low economic condition of the 
families of colored pupils is that, oyer 
the years, the economic position of the 
Washington Negro has been above the 
average for the country. From early 
times, thousands of Negroes have been 
employed by the Federal Government. In 
the earlier period most of the jobs were 
as messengers, janitors, drivers of horses 
or, later, automobiles but in the last gen¬ 
eration — almost two generations — the 
number of stenographers, clerks and mi¬ 
nor officials has markedly increased. 

Since the enactment of Fair Employ¬ 
ment Practice legislation, the Federal 
payrolls at Washington have been thrown 
wide open to the Negro and there is not 
a Government office in the Capital where 
members of the race arc not employed 
and at high salaries. This situation must 
be compared with industrial and com¬ 
mercial cities having large colored popu¬ 
lations throughout the country and 
where business cycles create variable 
employment. Washington, perhaps more 
than any other large city in the world, 


has a guaranteed payroll. Twice a month, 
millions of dollars are paid to Washing¬ 
tonians, workers in the Civil Service, 
whose jobs are not affected by the tides 
of industry and business in the' outside 
world. So, inevitably, large numbers of 
Negro pupils must come from these thou¬ 
sands upon thousands of prosperous 
Government employee families. 

A solution of the problem in strict ac¬ 
cordance with the Supreme Court legis¬ 
lation seems not to be now discernible. 
However, certain expedients have been 
resorted to which, in one sense, almost 
nullify the Court’s dictum, in that they 
produce a renewal of segregation. Some 
school principals have divided classes in 
accordance with standing in studies. One 
case reported upon showed that placing 
backward students in a separate class 
room automatically resulted in a 95 per 
cent segregation — 95 Negro children 
out of 100 and 5 white. Whether this is 
in the spirit of the Court decision might 
seem questionable but it has had the ef¬ 
fect of permitting the white children to 
keep their standard and not be dragged 
down to the mixed level. 

Dr, Waller E. Hager, President of the 
District of Columbia Teachers College, 
has expressed the hope that within ten 
years Washington pupils will be able to 
climb to the average of the Nation of 
which the city is the Capital. Dr. Irene 
C. Hypps, a Negro Assistant Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools, thinks that-u longer 
time will be required because she feels 
that educational equality must wait upon 
economic equality. That, of course, is-a 
Utopia that even Soviet Russia falls far 
short of in this age.

In 1916, after cx-President Theodore Roosevelt had refused tn accept the nomination of the 
Progressive Party, groups of Progressives called upon him to plead that he keep the Progressive 
Parly alive so that, free from the antagonism of the Republican name, en opposition party could 
operate in the South, and help salve the Negro problem. He declined saying: 

"The viewpoints that you have presented arc based on theoretical reasoning; hut I have had 
first-hand experience with the problem. First, I invited Booker T. Washington to dine with me at the 
White House, in order to do honor to the achievement of a great Negro. The result ol the publicity 
was a demand ol Negroes generally for immediate social equality and un outburst of mass emotion 
against them. 

“Later at Brownsville. Texas, the privates in a Negro regiment stood against their officers to 
protect'misdeeds of members of their race. After patient effort to have the problem solved. I had 
no other course than to dismiss the regiment. Then, another outburst of mass feeling arose, and 
white men took this as an occasion to push every Negro into die guiler. 

'“The Lord pul the Negro into Africa and the while man on other continents, and I am not going 
to waste the remaining years of my life attempting to solve quickly a problem.that only time, prob¬ 
ably generations, can resolve."

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MINISTER SAYS NEGRO RACE BEING LED 
TOWARD DESTRUCTION 

Reprint from Statesville (N. 0.) Record and Landmark 
of May 10, 1955. 

The Negro race in this country is being pushed 
toward destruction under the present plan for desegre¬ 
gation, according to Rev. James Dees, rector of Trinity 
Episcopal church: 

Rev. Mr. Dees made that charge last night in a 
speech before Statesville Lions. He cited as qualifi¬ 
cations his southern nativity, his life-long association 
with the race, and his work among Negroes as a priest. 

De-segregation is a misleading term, Mr. Dees 
said, and is not aimed simply at doing away with 
Negro schools and combining Negro and white chil¬ 
dren in school. 

“What the National Association for Advancement 
of Colored People and the radical leaders of this 
thing are aiming at should be stated more positively,” 
Mr. Dees said. “They are aiming not simply at de¬ 
segregation but rather at unification and integration 
of the races. It is not just a question of them getting 
along among the white race but rather a mixing of 
social structures, cultures, and blood itself.” 

Mr. Dees said he is convinced that the ultimate 
goal of NAACP and other radical de-segragation sup¬ 
porters is intermarriage and blood fusion. 

“Perhaps you remember the recent attempt made 
in. the state by the movement to do away with the 
statute prohibiting intermarriage. Let us not deceive 
ourselves that blood integration would not come. Al¬ 
ready we see in some places young people of the white 
and Negro races going together, dating, a condition 
that is abhorrent to me, and I believe abhorrent to 
God,” he said. 

Unification of the two races, or .blood fusion, 
would doom the Negro race, Mr. Dees said. Its ethnic 
integrity would be devoured by the white and as a 
race it would cease to exist. The white race in turn, 
would become a hybrid race in which the Negro race 
is exterminated and the white race appreciably de¬ 
generated. ' ■ 

Discounting the probability of blood fusion, Mr. 
Dees said de-segregation violates principles intrinsic 
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to the created order and apparent to universal moral 
law. God created the Caucasian race white and the 
Negro race black to witness to Him as faces, just as 
individuals were created to answer as individuals, he 
said. 

What is at stake, Mr. Dees said, is the main¬ 
tenance of integrity of the Negro race. The loudest 
voices are proclaiming indirectly that there is virtue 
in the destruction of the Negro race. "This,” he said, 
“I fail to see, and, I declare, I believe it is contrary to 
Divine will.” 

“Some of us who hold to this position have the 
charges hurled at us that this is un-Christian, and 
indeed, anti-Christian. I believe, to the contrary that 
this position is more in harmony with the ultimate 
Christian position and certainly more in accord with 
natural law, which states should tend to be synony¬ 
mous,” he said. 

Mr. Dees quoted Rt. Rev. Albert S. Thomas, re¬ 
tired bishop of South Carolina, saying: “Where segre¬ 
gation is un-Christian, this is due to man's fallen na¬ 
ture, not to segregation itself.” 

What we need, Mr. Dees said, is not de-segre¬ 
gation but more Christian social action in segregation. 

He joined Senator Sam J. Ervin in criticizing the 
decision of the Supreme Court, calling its de-segre¬ 
gation ruling “what amounts, in fact, to a high-handed 
assumption of unconstitutional legislative power. 

He also labeled NAACP “the greatest enemy the 
Negro people have . . . one driving the Negro race 
to destruction.” If NAACP’s aim is realized, he said, 
we will have a mongrel race for which they may 
have the credit. 

The Rev. James P. Dees is Rector of Trinity 
Episcopal Church and Priest-in-Charge of Holy Cross 
Church, both of Statesville, N. C. 

Born in Greenville, North Carolina, Dec. 30, 1915 
and raised there. He is a graduate of the University 
of North Carolina and The Virginia Theological Semi¬ 
nary (Episcopal) near Alexandria, Va. 

During World War II he served with.the 88th 
Infantry Division in North Africa and Italy.

The Articles of Incorporation filed by Liberty and 
Property, Incorporated, (L&P), with the California State Secretary 
of State, Sacramento, California, were examined July 20, 1956. 
These Articles, under number 289632 , asserted that the name of 
the corporation shall be Liberty and Property, Incorporated, 
whose stated purposes include the following: 

"The initial business to be transacted by the 
corporation is formation of groups and committees 
for the purpose of exploring public grievances, 
and for the purpose of general public education 
on political, economic, and social subjects. 

"To do research in, and prepare model consti¬ 
tutional amendments and legislative enactments 
designed to inform the various citizens and 
members of a means of proper action for the 
preservation or restoration of personal liberties 
and property rights. 

"To formulate, develop, and promote public 
interest and education in basic democratic 
principles, civil rights, and property rights 
through dissemination of information by all types 
of printed publications, radio, television and 
other means of dissemination of information." 

Other stated purposes generally state that it was 
provided for the corporation to receive, hold, and develop by 
prescribed means real and personal property for benefit of the 
corporation, to borrow money and Incur indebtedness and to enter 
into contracts to further its objects. 

These articles show that tax exemption as a civic 
league was granted to L&P.

This letter also 
stated that CARTO was contacting groups which were against 
Communism, against Communist infiltrated state governments, 
the Supreme Court decision on segregation. This letter further 
states that he had also contacted groups called the Citizens 
Councils of the Southern States, which are against desegregation.

It also states that 
"we" will be able to put on a "show" in direct competition with 
other Market Street political headquarters "all of which are, 
of course, liberal." 


This announcement states that due to the limited number 
of tickets available for the actual convention, this headquarters 
cannot guarantee tickets but vail have a large television set for 
actual coverage. 


A handwritten note on this announcement advised I 
that the Resolutions Committee meets at the Fairmont Hotel in 
San Francisco on August Jf5, 1956.

The August 10, 1956, edition of the San Francisco 
Chronicle, Page 6, contains an article entitled "Rightist 
Republicans to Open HQ at Convention Here". The article states 
that VJILLIS CARTO, Executive Director of Liberty and Property, 
Incorporated, "a group which appears to be composed of ultra 
right wing Republicans", made this announcement. This article 
stated that CARTO said he was not for EISENHOWER for President 
and that while his group had taken "no stand" on the nomination, 
Senators JENNLR and MC CARTIIY or Governor LEG of Utah are men.

This issue of RIGHT brings to the American 
Righrwing some of the most important informa¬ 
tion ever assembled on a Presidential candidate. 
In addition, evidence of a deeply-laid plot to re¬ 
elect Dwight Eisenhower President has been dis¬ 
covered and is revealed here. This plot extends its 
slimy tentacles into the very heart of the Right- 
wing and rears its ugly head in unexpected places. 
This issue is divided into two parts. Part I will 
unveil the biggest crime of all recorded history— 
a crime perpetrated by no less a person than the 
grinning President of the United States himself. 
Part II will expose the "master plan” decided upon 
months ago by the masterminds of the Eisenhower 
administration which is calculated to recapture the 
votes of the disillusioned Rightwing "suckers" who 
supported Eisenhower in 1952. 


PART ONE: THE GREATEST CRIME IN 
HISTORY 

"The evil that men do lives after them,” said 
Shakespeare, and so summed up in a few words 
the life story of Dwight D. Eisenhower. Few men 
are placed in a position during their lifetime to 
greatly help or greatly harm their fellow man. 
Dwight Eisenhower was. And his actions have 
earned him a place which is perhaps unique in all 
history. For he has the distinction of being the man 
who sold out a whole civilization and way of life! 

This extreme-sounding statement, unfortunately, 
does not begin to describe the crime of Dwight 
Eisenhower. For it is mainly because of this man 
that the West is almost completely unprepared to 
cope with the rapidly-growing might of Central 
Asia. 










THE ISSUE 

Few seem to realize that the approaching conflict 
is much more than a war between two nations. The 
coming struggle between the rapidly-growing East 
and the liberal-infested, decadent West will be a 
life or death battle, with no holds barred. If we 
lose—and there is every likelihood that we will— 
it will mean the immigration into America of mil- 
ions upon millions of hungry Asiatics and probably 
the exportation of millions of Americans into slave 
labor camps inside Russia. It means the final, defi¬ 
nite, hopeless and ignominious end of the White 
man, Western civilization, the English language, 
the Christian religion and free capitalism. That and 
no less is the threat and the immediate outlook. 

A CLOSER LOOK 

A closer study of The Issue will bring out cer¬ 
tain incontrovertable facts: (1) Population pres¬ 
sures in Asia are rapidly creating a situation where 
an aggressive war against the relatively underpopu¬ 
lated West is inevitable. (2) The Far East (China), 
from where this pressure will mostly arise, is con¬ 
trolled lock, stock and barrel by the Kremlin, 
which can use its numberless manpower and ex¬ 
plosive energy for her own destructive designs. 
(3) Under the guidance of the Kremlin, a body of 
scientists and technicians vastly superior in num¬ 
bers to our own and probably superior to our own 
in skill are being trained and are now busily en¬ 
gaged in shaping the technical sinews of a gigantic 
war machine in Central Asia. (4) These scientists 
have been trained and even now are probably 
guided by Germans who wished to come to Amer¬ 
ica and Britain but who were forcibly deported to 
Russia by Dwight D. Eisenhower and his co-New 
Deal consiprators, Harry Truman and Franklin 
Roosevelt. (5) The United States, under the trai¬ 
torous leadership of Eisenhower, is almost totally 
unprepared for the coming conflict and is know¬ 
ingly still lending assistance to Russia and her 
satellites. Here is the proof, listed by numbers cor¬ 
responding to those above: 

(1) Dr. Vannevar Bush, leading American sci¬ 
entist, estimates that the world population in fifty 
years will be five billion. Sir Charles Darwin, 
grandson of the famous zoologist, predicts that the 
figure will be six billion in fifty years. The UN 
puts the figure at four billion in only 24 years. The 
greatest increase, the sources agree, will be in Asia. 


China alone will have one billion "long before the 
end of the century.” 

(2) In an address to California's famous Com¬ 
monwealth Club, last month, Dr. Hollington K. 
Tong, Ambassador from the Republic of China, 
stated flatly that "The stern fact is that no break 
between Moscow and Peiping is possible because 
Red China is completely dependent upon Russia 
. . . The Russians have made it almost certain that 
Red China will continue to be a technical vassal 
for at least a generation .. . Unless we intelligently 
and vigorously use time to achieve a greater meas¬ 
ure of unity and a keener awareness of the common 
danger, the future of the free world may well be. 
lost forever.” 

(3) That the Russians are well ahead of the 
West in the development of technological weapons 
and the training of engineers is growing into a 
well-known ana accepted fact. RIGHT first em¬ 
phasized this in March. In the last seven months 
the Western world has been shaken to its very 
depths by revelations of this nature. We now 
know that: (a) The Russians exploded the world’s 
first true H Bomb in August, 1953. (The U. S. 
exploded one seven months later.) (b) The USSR 
has the world’s largest synchro-cyclotron and will 
begin operating the world's largest proton-synchro¬ 
tron before the end of this year, (c) Russia is now 
out-producing the US in long-range bombers (ac¬ 
cording to Charles Wilson) and they are of a 
more advanced type than our own B-52, which is 
"only beginning to be delivered to the Air Force," 
according to Alexander P. de Seversky, (d) The 
USSR has more jet-equipped combat planes than 
any nation in the world (according to Gen. George 
C. Kenney and Lt. Gen. Thomas S. Power), (e) 
Russian design of some aircraft is “more ad¬ 
vanced than anything likely to be available in 
America for at least three years” (according to the 
London Daily Mail), (f) "Russia is at present at 
least two years ahead of the West” in atom-bear¬ 
ing intercontinental guided missies, according to 
the Intelligence Digest, (g) Finally, General Twin¬ 
ing topped it all off as he wrote finis to Western 
hopes by saying that the Russian "are ahead of us 
in rate of progress.” 

Russian students, according to Sir Francis Simon, 
an Oxford professor, are entering Soviet schools 
at a greater rate "than in the whole non-Commu- 
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nist world.” "Russia is turning out twice as many 
engineers as we are/' says Joel Hildebrand, Uni¬ 
versity of California emeritus professor of chem¬ 
istry and president of the American Chemical 
Society. The New York Times recently reported 
that Red China is graduating 64,000 youths from 
college in 1956. It is well-known that other thou¬ 
sands are being trained in the famous technical 
institutes and universities in East Germany. All 
this and more goes on while in America leading 
educators are alarmed at "teacher incompetence” 
and "the lack of scientific interest in American 
youth” and "socialistic, non-competitive methods 
of grading,” and even West Point has so few appli¬ 
cants that it is planning to recruit cadets by radio 
and television promotions. Concludes Hildebrand, 
"Our relation to the world community may easily 
become that of a subject nation unless something 
is done quickly. There is a catastrophic decline in 
many schools in enrollments and teaching compe¬ 
tence in mathematics and science, subjects basic to 
the very survival of Western civilization.” 

The Soviet Union and China are engaged in vast 
five year plans to change the very face of the map. 
Rivers are being reversed in flow and diverted to 
provide power and to change the climate of the 
vast spaces of Central Asia. New communities are 
being established, huge hydro-electric plants, new 
factories and technical installations are being 
erected at a pace which leaves foreign visitors, fed 
on the senseless pap of the invisible government, 
goggle-eyed with wonder and giddy with appre¬ 
hension. Said the Chief of the Reactor Physics De¬ 
partment in the Norwegian Atomic Energy Insti¬ 
tute after visiting the USSR: "All the time 1 was 
in the Soviet Union I had the strangest feeling of 
experiencing something I could not believe was 
true . . . discussing the most advanced problems 
with Soviet scientists, problems that we never 
imagined the Russians were investigating . . .” 

With the active assistance of traitors in the 
West, the Kremlin has done its work well. It now 
commands an army in Europe which is of such size 
as to make anything the West might put up strictly 
useless. The stupid "collective security” delusion 
of the UN and NATO is hardly worthy of being 
mentioned, as even General Alfred M. Gruenther 
resigns his hopeless post of command, realizing 
that his is an impossible position and freely admit¬ 
ting that Europe cannot be defended with NATO. 


(The real purpose of NATO is to strip America of 
her sovereignty, to rob her of her Constitution and 
to reduce her to a province in a socialist world 
government, as Senator William E. Jenner states.) 

(4) There can be only one logical explanation 
as to what caused this explosive improvement in 
the technical competence of Central Asia in the 
period since the end of the last war. This explana¬ 
tion is the most closely-guarded secret of the Penta¬ 
gon and the White House because it directly 
implicates the President. What RIGHT will now 
reveal is so deadly a secret that even Joe McCarthy 
shrank before it. This closely-guarded secret is 
simply this: that the incredible technical advance 
of Central Asia—an advance which is shaking the 
entire Western world to its foundations, an ad¬ 
vance which imminently threatens the survival of 
not only every man, woman and child in Europe 
and America but also threatens our survival as a 
nation, a culture and a race; this advance is directly 
because of the treason of General Dwight D. 
Eisenhower in forcing German scientists who 
wished to come to America, into the anxious arms 
of the bloody swine of the Kremlin! 

The estimate of these kidnaped, betrayed men 
goes to 75,000 or more. These men are the guiding 
spirits behind the phenomenal rise of Russia and 
it is the unsurpassed German technical skill and 
enius which today is the prime factor in the 
urgeoning economy and power of Central Asia. 

Thanks, then, to Dwight Eisenhower and a few 
equally treacherous accomplices, the Western world 
is presented with the very threat against which 
meif of vision like Kaiser Wilhelm and others 
warned us decades ago. Under the leadership of 
the Kremlin, the technical genius of half of Ger¬ 
many and thousands of captured German scientists 
are being used to mobilize the unlimited human 
and geographical resources of Russia and China for 
a final assault on the West. 

And one of the men most directly responsible 
for this is still grinning at us and still asks the 
betrayed American public to have faith and con¬ 
fidence in him! 

(5) In spite of the thousands of skilled pub¬ 
licity men who are constantly working to cover up 
the crimes of the New Deal and its foremost pet, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, certain questions emerge 
in the light of history which the American people 









still have the right to ask and to which they de¬ 
mand answers: 

(a) Why does Dwight Eisenhower s/*// promote 
and defend aid to Yugoslavia and even Russia? 
Why is it that Harold Stassen, with the approval 
of Eisenhower, recently removed from the embargo 
list some 200 critical Jtems? Why are we allowing 
some of the most advanced machine tools, special¬ 
ized metals and the like which is being used to 
manufacture jet planes, tanks, guided missies and 
et cetera to be shipped to Russia? In a recent in¬ 
vestigation which brought out these and other 
equally shocking facts, which the Administration 
is trying desperately to hush up,' Senator John J. 
McClellan said, "It would be better for the United 
States to permit shells, guns and guided missies to 
be disembargoed, for they could be used against 
us only once, while these machine tools could and 
will be used to make armaments of war which 
could be used against us many times.*’ McClellan 
accused Eisenhower of supressing this information 
and said, "1 don't see why we should keep it as 
secret as possible, but agree that such tools may 
go to the Communist nations." 

(b) Why have we continued to "leash" Chiang 
until it is now too late and the Red Chinese are 
now too strong? Why was Chiang prevented from 
returning to the mainland four years ago, with 
American blessing and supplies? 

(c) Why the "sudden” knowledge of the build¬ 
up in Central Asia? Are we to assume that the 
great "citizen-General” has been taken by surprise? 
If so, what was the super-duper secret CIA doing 
all this time? Why are we so totally unprepared? 
Is this what Ike grins about? 

These are the stark, cold facts and the unan¬ 
swered questions and no amount of Eisenhower 
lies can cover them up any longer. We have been 
betrayed. Rather than be re-elected, Eisenhower 
should be impeached, tried and punished as a war 
criminal. 

PART TWO: THE CONSPIRACY 

Immediately after Eisenhower’s election in 1952 
and it became growingly apparent to millions of 
conservatives that they had been made "suckers” of 
again—this time by Dwight D. Eisenhower's "cru¬ 
sade”—the Republican masterminds decided on a 


cunning scheme to retain the conservative vote 
while capturing much of the liberal-communist 
vote which normally goes Democratic. Briefly, the 
plan was this: to make the Administration out¬ 
wardly a businessman’s government by appointing 
to office many internationalist millionaires, many 
of them closely associated, it should be added, with 
the big international banking firms which have 
brought so much grief to the world by their 
financing the Russian Bolshevik Revolution and 
their successful agitation for wars which have all 
but destroyed Western Civilization. With such 
"respectable” men around him, Ike would have 
the support of the genuinely conservative business 
community and this would give him carte blanche 
power to promote internationalist and pro-com¬ 
munist measures with the paradoxical support oj 
the very business community that he was busy sell¬ 
ing out! 

The diabolical scheme worked well enough until 
the Republican Convention, where out of nowhere 
sprang the CONSERVATIVE REPUBLICAN 
HEADQUARTERS which greatly disturbed the 
atmosphere of "unity” manufactured with such ex¬ 
pensive trouble by Batten, Barton, Durstine & Os¬ 
borne. Later, the CONSTITUTION PARTY Con- 
vention and the WE, THE PEOPLE meeting in 
Chicago as well as a score of other indications con¬ 
vinced the Republican bosses of the urgency to do 
something before it was too late. 

The natural result was to fall back on the time- 
honored and tested weapons of confusion and 
falsehood. 

So a Myth was born, as i/ by magic. 

THE MYTH 

This Myth runs something like this: If Ike is 
re-elected, because of the Constitutional limitation 
that will prevent him from running again, (in 
I960, that is) because of this, they say, he will lose 
influence and he will be a veritable tool in the 
hands of the so-very-very conservative business¬ 
men (like Paul Hoffman and Bernard Baruch and 
Sherman Adams and Arthur Goldsmith and John 
Roosevelt, presumably) that surround him like 
protecting lillies around a pile of manure. 

Needless to say, this Myth is a Myth and it is 
nothing more than a Myth. It is a Myth invented 
by some anonymous and highly-paid employee of 
Batten, Barton, Durstine & Osborne and it has 









been successfully palmed off on many a good con¬ 
servative who does not bother to look behind the 
Myth. Well, RIGHTreader, let us look behind this 
Myth. Let us use some good old horse sense. 

First of all, it must be remembered that any 

E ditician's political influence is directly ecpial to 
s popularity with the voters—and this is true 
whether or not he is a candidate! 

So it is easy to rip the first gaping hole in this 
manufactured and goofy Myth. Obviously, if the 
oft-repeated story of Ike's personal popularity with 
the voters is true at all, then the Myth is false! 
Because if Ike is so popular with the voters, then 
every other politician in the country will spend the 
nest four years shining up to Ike, hoping to get 
bis grinning nod of approval. And this is true 
whether or not Ike runs again! 

And the second reason why this Myth is nonsen¬ 
sical, of course, is that if Ike does lose in "power 
and influence,” the gainers of that "power and in¬ 
fluence”— obviously —will be the claque of liberal 
internationalist rae-too’ers that surround him, and 
certainly not the conservatives! 



MISS THE POINT 


Those genuine conservatives who hope for.an 
Eisenhower victory because they are convinced that 
anything would be better than the nasty Adlai and 
his nasty cronies—like Walter Reuther, for ex¬ 
ample—these conservatives miss the point. 

Of course Adlai and Estes and Walter are nasty 
fellows. They have a reputation for being nasty. 
They are well-known to be communists. And it is 
precisely because they are known to be communists 
that this crew would be less dangerous in the 
White House than Ike! 


If the past four years have proven anything they 
have proven, in the words of George S. Mont¬ 
gomery, Jr., that "an open enemy is better than a 
false friend.” Eisenhower is more dangerous than 
Stevenson exactly because Eisenhower is believed 
to be a conservative whereas Stevenson is known 
to be a communist. If there is anything sure, it is 
that the Congress would fight Adlai and Estes 
tooth and toenail—every inch of the way—whereas 
Congress would again cooperate with Ike and fall 
in with his secret plans to destroy America and 
the Western world. Anyone familiar with Eisen¬ 
hower's past knows the truth about this grinning 
hypocrite, and the truth is that he is just as far to 


the left as Adlai! The only difference is that Ike 
has managed to pose as a conservative, whereas 
Adlai hasn't even tried. It is much easier to fight 
an open enemy than a secret one. 

A POLITICAL REALIGNMENT 

In addition, the election of the Democrats will 
do still more to widen the irreparable breach in the 
Democratic Party and the Republican Party as well, 
and this may cause—in I960—the emergence of the 
long-awaited "third” party made up of the now 
unofficial coalition of Southern Democrats and 
Northern conservative Republicans. The Demo¬ 
crats have shown that they have greater unity out 
of power than in power. But the Republicans—due 
to Ike’s deception—have shown tne opposite is 
true. They have greater unity in power than they 
would have out of power! 

Now all of this is true but the big reason why 
Eisenhower must—under no circumstances—be re¬ 
elected is this, and it is strange that so very little 
is heard of it. In the words of the Convention 
News,* if Ike is re-elected, "it seems certain that he 
will go even farther and faster to the extreme Left. 
Freed from all worry about a third term, he will 
make most Republicans rue the day that they ever 
heard the name, Eisenhower.” Obviously, this is 
true. Far from becoming less dangerous after his 
re-election as the Myth would have us believe, lie 
will become much more dangerous because he will 
not have to worry about being re-elected!

By hook or by 
crook, they have somehow persuaded certain Right¬ 
wingers to fall for the Myth and to actually try 
to propagandize their unsuspecting readers and 
followers—believe it or not—to VOTE FOR EIS¬ 
ENHOWER! 

Naturally, it is absolutely imperative, in the 
minds of Ike's pals, to recapture the lost conserva¬ 
tive vote, since this vote—or the lack of it—will 
undoubtedly be the determining factor in whether

Byram Campbell and Charles Smith are strang¬ 
ers to each other. Neither have read the works of 
the other. They live thousands of miles apart. 
These businessmen are—in the tradition of great 
philosophers—both bachelors. Both are extremely 
courageous and determined in the face of terrible 
odds. Both have been exposed to liberal-commun- | 
ist doubletalk and know it for the intellectual lie 
that it is. And both of them have determined to 
do something about it! 

So both of these men have privately published 
a book embodying years of thought and planning. 
Campbell has just released his World of Oneness 
(230 pps, $3.50, Pacific Book Co., 260 Kearny St., 
San Francisco) and Smith his Sensism (1577 
pps, $10, Truth Seeker Co., 38 Park Row, New 
York 8). 



Both of these books attempt an admittedly 
superhuman and probably impossible job: that of 
significantly changing the thinking of the West 
before it commits final suicide. Campbell feels 
“The troubles of our day are obviously a byproduct 
of our culture, (therefore) we shall question even 
its fundamentals." In so doing, Campbell diagnoses 
the "disease” of the West and comes up with some 
rather surprising conclusions. Briefly, he points 
to the idea of oneness as the basic cause of our 
troubles. Here, he puts his finger on a welcome 
trouble spot and he shows how the idea of ONE 
can create great and dangerous fanaticism; eg: 
One-world, One-race, One-religion, etc. On the 
other hand, most Rightists will find his implied 
criticism of monotheism (One God) to be re¬ 
pugnant. 

Regardless of this, Campbell’s book is deserving 
of deep study and attention—which we may be 
sure it will never get from the liberal press. 
Read with discrimination and judgment, World of 
Oneness has much to offer 
America at this crucial hour. 

Smith tackles an even more 
formidable objective. His aim 
is to establish the basis for 
an entirely new philosophical I 
system suited to the West I 
alone. To do this, he takes 
two volumes and works out a new "vocabulary 
in the process! Written painstakingly, Sensism 
must be read the same way because it contains too 
much material to be swallowed in a hurry without 
bad after-effects. For instance. Smith seems to 
confuse all Chrisianity with modernist Christianity 
and he blanketly condemns it without a clear 
understanding of the difference. But this does not 
detract from the essential importance of the book. 

The books are similar in that neither secs sure 
victory ahead. Campbell believes that so many fan¬ 
atics have accepted the Oncworld religion that any 
number of failures by the internationalists only 
whets the appetite for more attempts. "1 expect to 
witness the paradoxical situation where the UN 
continues to gain in prestige in spite of its failures 
to solve any real problems,” he says. 

Both authors sternly criticise the UN, interna¬ 
tionalism, communism and mongrelization, and 
they view them all as part of the overall drive to¬ 
wards "equality" which will inevitably lead to 
slavery and degradation.

Semitism have lately appeared in 
public life in Poland.’ It pointed' 
out Ihut the present manifesta¬ 
tions of anii-Seiniiism cannot be 
liquidated by orders from above’ 
and emphasized the need to 
appeul to all the people of the 
country to combat them” . . . 

Other Jewish newspapers car¬ 
ried reports of a similar vein. 
On August 17th the AMERICAN 
HEBREW featured a story under 
the title, "Admits Anti-Semitism 
in Poland", which began this 
way; 

‘The re - emergence of anti- 
Semitism in Poland since the de¬ 
mocratization of Polish life began 
in the last year is admitted in 
the current issue of Nowe Drogi, 
official organ of- the United 
Workers Party, the Polish Com¬ 
munist party, which published an 
article urging party members to 
combat anti-Jewish prejudice . . . 
The general lines of the propa¬ 
ganda campaign to be conducted 
against anti-Semitism were laid 
down in Nowe Drogi aa follows: 
‘Anti - Semitism „ia .incompatible 
with the "very essence of the 
movement whose incarnation is 
our parly, it is incompatible with 
its ideological and guiding prin¬ 
cipals. A party member who is 
enslaved by anti-Semitic pre¬ 
judices or shows leniency to ad¬ 
herence . of anti-Semitism dis¬ 
graces the banner of the party 
and betrays the humanist ideas 
of socialism. The awareness of 
this must prevail among all party 
members in all party organiza¬ 
tions and agencieH". These, be it 
noted 'again, are the wordB of

At 
this time, CARTO said that he was not against labor as 
labor but was against the abuses perpetrated by the offi¬ 
cials of labor unions and the injustices that they prac¬ 
tice on the rank and file of the union, the general public, 
and employers. 

According to the informant, CARTO was against 
foreign aid. He said that most bankers in the United 
States are against this give-away program. The only 
bankers who are for the aid program are those, who for 
one reason or another, are getting some of their money 
back through their banks or as individuals. 

CARTO was opposed to taking part in any war 
in the Middle East. He said it was best for the United 
States to keep out of any private throat cutting in the 
Middle East or any other involvements. 
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According to the informant GARTO stated that they 
do not consider the Jews as a whole as being good Americans 
or capable of being good Americans. CARTO stated that they 
did not intend to support the Arabs either. 

The "San Francisco Chronicle" on September 7» 

1956 , in its final edition published a letter to the 
Editor from WILLIS CARTO, Executive Director, L&P, San 
Francisco. CARTO objected to an article published in 
the "Chronicle" on August 24, 1956 which, according to 
CARTO, mispelled his name. 

CARTO also objected to the "dishonest and vicious 
treatment" given by the "Chronicle" in its article on 
Governor J. BRACKEN LEE of Utah, at a reception for the 
press at the Conservative Republican Headquarters. CARTO 
demanded an apology from the paper. 

CARTO also said that the paper misquoted him 
personally in stating that the United Nations was 
"impotent and subversive". CARTO stated that what he 
really said was that the United Nations was "impotent' 
but subversive. Impotent for the purpose we created it, 
ie, to stop war, but subversive because of the haven it 
is for spies and because of its anti-national propaganda 
and activities which are designed to throw the American 
people unknowingly into a world Government."

I 1 on October 17,‘1956, furnished the Novembeb, 
1956 #14 issue of "Right" which contained an article 
pertaining to be an expose on the background of President 
EISENHOWER, in which it accuses the President of "selling 
out a whole civilization and way of life." EISENHOWER 
is named as the man responsible for the fact that the 
"West is almost completely unprepared to cope with the 
rapidly-growing might of Central Asia." The article 
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reflects that China’s growing population, controlled by 
Russian advanced technical perfection, will overcome 
the United States in the not too distant future. 


The article further stated that EISENHOWER 
is a very dangerous politician for the United States 
because he has posed as a Conservative when, in actuality, 
he is an extreme Liberal. The article states that 
ADLAI and ESTES are ’’known to be communists”and the 
article states that EISENHOWER is just as far to the left 
as ADLAI. 

’’Right” reflects that they will fight on to 
rid the United States of EISENHOWER and others like him, 

I I on November 24, 1956, furnished the December, 
1956, #15 issue of "Right”. This issue reflected that 
President EISENHOWER promised the voters of the United 
States to keep this country out of war. "Right” accuses 
EISENHOWER of bowing to the British, the Zionists, and 
the international bankers, and vested interests in the 
Middle East oil fields. The article reflects that the 
best way to stay out of a war is to stay out of the small 
incidents such as the Middle East oil and Suez crises. 
’’Right” said that the United States has no right to become 
tangled in the problems of other countries or for vested 
interests.

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All literature furnished bv l l also contained 
various mimeographed requests for new subscriptions or 
subscription literature to be sent to other persons. 
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Careful consideration has been given to each 
source concealed, and "T" symbols were used only where the 
sources must be protected. 

In view of the Bureau's recent directive not 
to investigate Citizens' Councils or similar organizations, 
and in view of the fact that the activities of Liberty 
and Property is limited primarily to the publication of 
the news letter, "Right", this case is being closed with 
this report. Any pertinent information concerning the 
expansion of L&P activities will be furnished promptly 
to the Bureau. 

Photostats of the monthly copies of "Right" 
will be furnished to the Bureau as directed by previous 
Bureau instructions until the yearly subscription runs 
out in April, 1957. The Bureau will be requested at that 
time to determine whether an additional year's subscrip¬ 
tion will be necessary.
